of Nature’s anatomical adaptations, 
Furthermore, the muscles of the 
thumb are so arranged as to give to 
that member more independent ac- 
tion than is enjoyed by any of the 
other fingers.

The real wrist, as one might say, 
is the elbow joint, It is all hand, 
practically speaking, from that point 
to the tips of the fingers. When you 
turn your wrist, it is the whole fore- 
arm that makes the twist; and every 
movement of the fingers is controlled 
by the muscles of the forearm, 

The power to turn the wrist to and 
fro at the clbow joint is possessed 
only by human beings and monkeys, 
and even the higher apes are not able 
to do the trick nearly as well as we 
can, In this movement the great bi- 
ceps muscle in the upper arm is im- 
portantly concerned, its powerful ac- 
tion in turning the forearm outward 
being accountable for the fact that 
we are able to put so much more 
Strength into a twist in that dircc- 
tion than, the opposite way. Many of 
our most familiar tools, indeed, such 
as the screw-driver, are made with 
reference to the anatomical peculiar- 
ity in question. It is for this reason, 
and no other, that all screws turn to 
the right.

Western Canada’s Dairying Industry 
Steadily Growing 


According to a preliminary: sum- 
mary recently issued by the census 
and statistics office, the total produc- 
tion of creamery butter in Iberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba in 1916, 
was 19,324,963 pounds, as compared 
with, 17,194,129 pounds in 1915 rep- 
resenting a total value of $5,995,537, 
as <n $5,769,951. 

Alberta was the leading producer, 

with 8,521,784 pores compared with 
7,544,148 pounds the previous year. 
Manitoba came next with a produc- 
tion of 6,574,510 pounds, which was 
an increase of 334,843 pounds over 
the output of 1915. Saskatchewan 
Produced 4,310,669 pounds of cream- 
ery butter in 1916, as against 3,811,- 
014 pounds in 1915, 
_ A good beginning has been made 
in the production of cheese in West- 
ern Canada,-880,728 pounds having 
been produced by Manitoba factories 
last year, an increase of 154,003 
pounds over 1915. Alberta is rapidly 
coming to the front as a cheese pro- 
ducer, its creamerics and cheese 
factories having increased their out- 
put of this product from 381,632 
pounds in 1915 to 745,122 pounds in 
1916, an increase of almost one hun- 
dred per cent. in one year. 

The total value of the dairy pro- 
ducts of the three prairie provinces 
in 1916 amounted to 6,308,921, as 
compared with $4,947,500 in 1915, the 
relative value of the output of but- 
ter and cheese of the three provinces 
being as follows: Alberta, butter $2,- 
619,248; cheese $154,453; Manitoba, 
butter $2,038,109; cheese $158,931; 
Saskatchewan, butter $1,338,180, 
_The dairying industy in Western 
Carfada is still in its infancy and as 
the country affords great opportuni- 
ties for its development, considerable 
expansion in the output and value of 
butter and cheese may be looked for- 
ward to,

Hungary Has Suffered 


Deaths are Not All Caused by a 
Participation in War 


Hungary has suffered most sever- 
ely of all the belligerent countries, 
in proportion to population, accord- 
ing to the Budapest newspaper Pesti 
Paplo. It draws this conclusion 
from the study of the vital statistics 
just issued by the Hungarian gov- 
ernment.

The Scarcity of Sheep in Canada 
Should Be Remedied 


In Manitoba sheep raising has .be- 
come a craze. The minister of agri- 
culture of that province is conferring 
with the Ontario minister of_a jeu 
ture to see if he can get a supp 
sheep for breeding purposes, At frst 
it was thought there would be plenty 
to spare in Ontario; but it turns out 
that Ontario has hardly more than 
she needs for herself, In the United 
States the decline in‘ the industry has. 
been even greater than in Canada, 
Now that Canadian farmers are “in 
the mood to go into the industry 
more largely we should think the 
best source of supply would be Aus- 
tralia, True, there is a great lack of 
tonnage for Australian wheat. But 
in view of the rapidity with which 
sheep multiply exceptional means 
might be taken to bring them from 
the country in which there is a sup- 
abundance to one in which they are 
at a premium,—Hamilton Spectator.

Her shipbuilding industry na- 
turally expanded with the extension 
of her shipping trade. One hundred

1916; at which date there were un- 
der construction _ thirty-five vessels 
of 132,401 tons. On July 1, 1916, Ja- 
pan had in the deep water and coast- 
ing trades 1,151 steamships, with a 
tonnage of 1,856,877, and sailing ves- 
sels with a total measurement 
544,605 tons and took fifth 
among the sea-trading countries of 
the world. Her merchant marine has 
increased fifty per cent. in the last 
six years. In 1910 the gross tonnage 
of the steamers whose names end 
picturesquely in “Maru” was 1,224,000 
and the tonnage of Jananesce sailing 
ships was 300,796, 

Of the Japanese merchant ships 
launched since the war began, about 
forty per cent. were built in Japan- 
ese shipyards, and during 1917 these 
yards will complete vessels amount- 
ing to 200,000 tons. 

Since the outbreak of the war the 
profits of the Japanese shipping com- 
panies have been very large. The 
Nippon Yusen aKisfia, the most im- 
portant of these, made a profit of 
$15,000,000 during the first half year 
of 1916,
